The ratifying by the Liverpool City 
Council of a recommendation of the Estate 
Committee that, for the future, the payment 
of rent be not enforced in the case of 
tenancies from the Corporation of premises 
condemned by the Medical Officer of Health 
as being insanitary or unfit for human _ habi- 
tation, within the meaning of the relevant 
legislation, may mean a loss of revenue to 
the Corporation of £25,000 a year, but it is 
expected that endeavours wil] be made to 
rescind the decision. 

The rent received is used to improve the 
houses, despite the fact that they will be 
shortly demolished. 

Some 1,400 houses are affected by the deci- 
sion, but a large number of houses may be 
declared insanitary in the near future.

BIG NATIONAL PURPOSE 


Mr. Justice Johiiston said that it was neces- 
sary to bear in mind that the conference of 
1955 was called together, not for the purpose 
of seitling the difficulty created by the Great 
Northern Railway strike, but for the big 
national purpose of discussing and settling 
what cut, if any, was to be made in the 
wages of the workers on all the railways in 
order that the companies might carry on their 
work on sound business lines.

School-leaving Age 


There are few proposals which will meet 
with more aaa! approval than that put 
forward in Great Britain to raise the 
school-leaving age from 14 to 15 years. 

The main reason for the suggestion is to 
keep children out of industry for a further 
year, and so help the unemployed. At the 
same time, it gives children an oppor- 
tunity of receiving advanced education at 
an age when they are more receptive. Few 
children in elementary schools really start 
to learn seriously until they are thirteen 
or fourteen, the age when, under present 
conditions, the “majority of them leave 
school. Teachers, Labour leaders, trade 
unions and employers are all united in 
favour of a higher school-leaving age. 
Most parents are also in favour of it, 
although in some cases, where the family 
income is small, there is an anxiety to 
get children to work as soon as possible. 
Exceptions might be made in such cases 
where suitable employment, such as 
apprenticeships, is available; but no en- 
couragement should be given to parents 
to send their children into “blind alley”

It is only a few 
months ago since Dr. P, J, Dowling’s 
volume, ‘‘ The Hedge Schools of Ireland,” 
was reviewed in these colunmms. In that 
review we suggested that there was in 
existence material which, without much 
trouble, might be utilised by the historian 
of the system of primary education to 
which the schools under the contro! of the 
National Board were the legal, if not the 
moral, successors, In ‘‘ Schools of Kildare 
and Leighlin,” which is the work of the 
Professor of Education in St. Patrick's 
College, Maynooth, can be found the rich 
fruits of such research. , 

The great value oi Dr. Brenan’s work 
is that it is a compilation of authoritative 
documents, with commentary, relatirg to 
the Roman Catholic Dioceses of Kildare 
and Leighlin. The documents are the 
parochial returns made by the parish 
priests of these dioceses at the suggestion. 
and under the direction, of the able and 
distinguished bishop of the dioceses, Dr. 


} James Doyle, the famous ‘‘ J.K.L."’ of 


many a noteworthy controversy, for pre- 
sentation to the Royal Commission ap- 
pointed in 1824 to inquire into the nature, 
extent, methods and purposes of the 
schools of one kind and another which 
were conducted under various auspices 
throughout the country. By a most fortu- 
nate chance, these parochial records have 
been preserved in Kildare and Leighlin. 
It would appear that in other 
dioceses the parochial records are 
no longer in existence. Unhappily, 
the reports of the Commissioners 
do not include the parochial returns, and 
it has been left to the diligence and 
industry of Dr, Brenan, and to un- 
named, but eminently worthy, people in 
the joint dioceses, that this valuable 
material has been preserved and rescued 


from oblivion. 


Educational Societies 


The first report of the Commission of 
1824 presents, in the main, the results of 
investigations into various: societies re- 
ceiving State aid for educational purposes, 
Without exception, these are ; organisa- 
tions of one or another Protestant deno- 


exaggeration to say that £20 a year for a 
male teacher and £8 to £10 for a female 
teacher were the average income in these 
Catholic hedge schools. The salaries of 
teachers in the schools under» Protestant 
control—most often subsidised by State ox 
other funds—were, as a rule, higher by 
£10 to £20, and the buildings were much 
better.

In many cases the attending pupils were 
both Catholic and Protestant, and in at 
least one case—but this was exceptional—. 
the clergy of beth the Established Church 
and the Roman Catholic Church had 
decided objections to the teaching and the 
school because they were connected with 
what, in the language of that day, were 
termed the ‘‘ New Lights,’’ 

Dr. Brenan quotes Bishop Doyle appo- 
sitely from time to time, but omits: all 
reference to that bishop’s agreement with 
the principle of the mixed school of 
Roman Catholic and Protestant children. 
and to the campaign waged by Bishop 
MacHale, of Tuam, against the Kildare 
Place Society’s schools, 

As an authentic and well-documented 
record of elementary education under diffi- 
culties, Dr. Brenan’s “ Schools of Kildare 
and Leighlin ’’ is a scholarly and valuable 
volume, which, we hope, will serve as a 
model to other diocesan historians.

Ó the intelligent reader, and he who 
reads this book will need a generous 
gift of intellect, it must seem incredible 
that the case of Dreyfus ever 
straightened out, Up to the first trial it 
is comparatively easy to follow. A letter 
containing the words “ ce canaille de D—’’ 
found its way into the counter-espionage 
department of the French General Staff, 
and mainly upon this evidence Dreyfus 
was convicted of sharing secret documents 
with Germany. Dreyfus was dispatched 
to Devil’s Island; but the thing had only 
begun. The officers who had condemned 
Dreyfus quickly realised that they had got 
hold of the wrong man, and the next ten 
years or so they spent busily covering up 
their mistake. 

To preserve the fair name of the French 
Army, and because Dreyfus was a Jew, 
and therefore deserved all he got, the 
highest army officers descended to forgery, 
forgeries of forgeries, murder, blackmail, 
intimidation and perjury. A perfectly 
monstrous heap of entirely dishonest evi- 
dence gradually was built up, till it 
seemed that justice must be suffocated 
beneath the weight of paper. Dreyfus, 
however, had friends in Picquart, Mathieu 
Dreyfus, Zola, Targe, and many others.

The country stretching twenty miles 
south of Makale through which the 
Abyssinians would have to march is a wide 
plain sloping from the watershed on the 
east towards the west, and presents com- 
paratively little difficulty. 

The whole plain is studded with villages. 
It is practically treeless, although there 
are large patches of thick, thorny: scrub. 
It is extensively cultivated with cereals, 
millet and vegetables, and is yery well 
watered. 

After their six weeks of occupation the 
Italians will be in a position to give a 
warm reception to the Abyssinian 
attackers. Hence the official diffidence 
here in regard to the movement of the 
Abyssinians northwards.

Londonderry was in the grip of a re- 
markably severe frost today, and over 
twenty people were injured through fall- 
ing on the glass-like surface of the streets. 
All of the city "bus services were sus- 
pended early in the day for two hours 
until the streets had been sanded by the 
Corporation workmen, and hundreds of 
people arrived late for their work. 

Pedestrians found the greatest difficulty 
in keeping their feet, and the hilly streets, 
with which the city abounds, were 
literally strewn with the falling people. 


SHOELESS FA€¢TORY GIRLS 


Postmen, before setting out on their 
rounds, tied dusters around their feet, and 
even with this aid their progress was ex- 
ceedingly slow. Factory girls could be 
seen going to their work in stocking soles 
and carrying their shoes in their hands, 
and the footpaths in the main thorough- 
fares were deserted for the sanded carria 
ways, where pedestrians mingled with ti 
traffic, which proceeded at a 
pace. 

The frost meant a great loss to the 
shops, as only those who had to leave their 
homes ventured out.

All ’buses from the County Derry ar- 
rived safely, but some from the County 
Donegal were over two hours late.

LONDON NAVAL 
CONFERENCE 
AN ADJOURNMENT 
‘UNTIL JANUARY 


TWO PROPOSALS 
EXAMINED

NO FINAL DECISION 
REACHED 


HILE there is a general feeling that 
some form ‘of quantitative limitation 
of naval construction would be of great 
value, the London Naval Conference has 
come to no final decision as to the prin- 
ciple underlying alternative methods con- 
tained in the Japanese and British pro- 
posals. 

This was announced in an official 
communiqué which was issued following 
a meeting of the First Committee yester- 
day. 

The Committee met for about two hours 
at Clarence House, Westminster, and then 
adjourned until January 6. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The official communiqué was as follows: 

“- In addition to tho plenary session an‘ 
one meeting of heads of delegations, there 
have been held at Clarence House seven 
meetings of the First Committee of the 
Conference. 

“ These meetings, which have been con- 
ducted in a most friendly atmosphere, 
have so far been devoted to the considera- 
tion of the question of some system pro- 
viding for quantitative limitation of naval 
armaments. 

“The proposals to this end which have 
been examined up to the present are:— 

(a) The Japanese suggestion for the 
establishment of a common upper 
limit ; and 

(b) The United Kingdom’s scheme 
for the reduction of naval armaments 
by means of unilateral and voluntary 
declarations of future naval con- 
struction for a period of years. 

“These two proposals have been 
examined from every aspect with great 
attention, with a view to ascertaining 
whether they might form the basis of some 
agreement on the quantitative side. 

“It has been considered that the best 
method of approach to the problems con- 
fronting the. Conference would be a pre- 
liminary review of all possible solutions 
which may be put forward with the object 
of determining from such an analysis the 
possibility of an agreed scheme. 

‘ While, therefore, the discussions have 
indicated a general feeling that some 
form of quantitative limitation would be 
of great value, no final decision as to the 
principle underlying the alternative 
methods under examination has yet been 
reached.’’ 


DELEGATES’ VIEWS 


A member of the American delegation 
said last night: ‘‘ We have not yet reached 
agreement on the British proposal. A 
majority of the Conference want quanti- 
tative limitation, but it is going to be 
dificult to get it, apart either from the 
British proposals or the Washington 
Treaty, . wit the rates system. The 
British proposal still holds the field. 

““I cannot say that. we have made very 
much progress.”’ 

Members ‘of the British delegation in- 
cline to the view that the progress made 


is greater than appears on the surface | 


It is pointed out that in the eaily stages 


of a conference of this kind little can be | 
expected in the way of progress in achieve- | 


ment, but that a considerable amount cf 
progress has been made in the sphere ot 
elucidation, which may pave the way for 
tangible agreements. 

The Conference has not yet touched ques- 
tions of. qualitative disarmament—size of | 
ships and guns—and it is expected that it. 
will carry on for at least two months | 
aiter it resumes in the new year. | 

In the meanwhile, the delegates are | 
dispersing for Christmas. The French 
and the Italians are going home. Some | 
Americans will go to Paris, and others will | 
spend Christmas as guests of English | 
friends.

R ESERVED judgment was delivered by 
Mr. Justice Johnston in the Higk 
Court, Dublin, yesterday, dismissing with 
costs an action brought against the Great 
Northern Railway Company, . Ltd., by 
Wiliam Fegan, a cleaner, of Dublin; John 
Lamb, a cleaner; John Lynch, a fireman, 
of Belfast. and Thomas Coleman, a fire- 
man, of Dundalk. The plaintiffs, who had 
sued on behalf of themselves and a large 
number of other men whose employment 
with the company was terminated after the 
railway strike of 1933, claimed: a-declara- 
tion that on January 29, 1933, they were 
employés of the defendants in the concilia- 
tion grades, and were within the class 
known as permanent employés ;.a declara- 
tion that, on that date, they were entitled 
to the benefit of the agreement dated 
February, 1922, and of other agreements, 
made between representatives of the 
Railway Company and the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men in respect of the conciliation grades, 
and that they were entitled to the benefits 
of the existing practices of the company 
in respect of seniority of service and re- 
dundancy of employés; that they were 
eytitled to the benefit of pensions and other 
schemes for the company’s employés, and 
were exempted from contributions under 
the Unemployment Insurance Act. 


“4 DESPERATE COURSE” 


Mr. Juatice Johnston said that he was 
of opinion that the agreement of 1935 after 
the strike amended the agreement of 1922, 
The men voluntarily threw up their work, 
and-took the desperate course of going*on 
strike, with all the attendant risks, includ- 
ing the very real risk of losing their 
seniority in their respective industrial 
grades on their being taken back when a 
settlement had been effected.

“ That is not only wrong, but idiotic in a 
country where English is the mother tongue 
of 90 per cent. of the people. There is 
something to be said for us Protestants learn- 
ing Irish in the way in which we learn French 
as an instrument of education. I think that 
we should stoutly oppose the idea of using 
Irish for the acquisition of other subjects. 
That is unworthy of sensible people.. It is 
a form of pretence that things are totally 
different from what we know they are, and 
we should resist every form of pretence and 
humbug in public as well as in private life. 

“ Even if Irish is of no use to us in the 
utilitarian sense, in after-life it may do no 
harm if used as an instrument of education.”’ 


PROTESTANT INTERESTS 


Speaking of the prese.t and future outlook 
for the Protestant: interests in Ireland, Mr. 
Johnston said: “ The Protestant interest has 
no material interest which is not also a 
material interest of the pation as a whole. 
The welfare of the Protestant interest is 
bound up inseparably with the welfare of the 
nation as a whole. We Protestants do not 
regard ourselves as in any sense outlanders 
in this island, which is our native land. We 
claim the right to be regarded as Irishmen 
as good as the next. 

“We Protestants have, I think, a right to 
claim our full share in the national being, 
and we have the right to resist the monopoly 
claim which is put forward on behalf of the 
Gaelic language and culture that it should 
have a monopoly position as representing 
Irish © nationality. We claim that we 
have a valuable contribution to make 
to the national being as a whole. ' 
In other matters we gladly recognise that 
Protestants have obtained a square deal 
from both Governments since the Treaty. 

“In the matter of this new industrial 
revival, which is a great economic reality, 
while there are certain things about it 
which I deplore as an economist, as a 
Protestant I must admit that we have got a 
very good show, and many Protestants have 
come well—in fact, too well—out of it.”' 

But there has resulted a new partition of 
the Protestant interests in the Free State 
which I deplore on many grounds. {fn so 
far as a secion of the Protestant interests 
is attempting to make a living out of agri- 
culture, that section is suffering from the 
misfortunes of agriculture, and I regard 
them as essentially identified with the most 
fundamental of our national economic 
interests. There are, doubtless, many new 
industries which are well conceived and well 
planned, and will survive, but there are 
others which should be strangled. In the 
twentieth century is there not some danger 
that the nation will be exploited by 
industrial en or a series of industrial 
monopolies in the interests of an ascendancy 
class which is not entirely native Irish, 
Protestant or Catholic ? 

“We protestants claim no privileges but 
the right to share equally in the national 
life and to contribute our quota to a self- 
governing Ireland.”’ á

On the afternoon of 
June 13 he cautioned O’Connor in the recrea- 
tion rooms at the Bridewell. O'Connor 
denied that he had anything to do with the 
attack. Witness told O’Connor that he was

The Department of. Posts and Telegraphs 
has received the following information from 
the German Post Office concerning certain 
import restrictions :'— 

(1) Reichsmark notes (t.e., notes of the 
Reichsbank, Rentenbank, and of private 
German banks), irrespective of amount, may 
no longer be sent from abroad to Germany. 
Reichsmark bank notes, however, may be 
remitted to a German Kredit-Institut when 
they are accompanied by an order to have 
them placed to the credit of a foreigner in 
a ‘‘ blocked ” bank account { Notensperrkonto) 
or in a postal cheque account. To avoid 
subsequent difficulties, the sender of the 
notes should insert, in the letter containing 
the notes, a corresponding advice as regards 
their disposal.
